GHSSC1:     Wheat  harvest  under  way  with  prospects  generally  favorable 
despite  great  difficulties  of  ciiltivation. 


UKRAI2IE:    .according  to  German  press  report,  spring  sowing  completed 
with  70-80  percent  of  arable  land  now  sown,  which  is  above  earlier 
expectations. 


CHIHA.:    Ample  rainfall  favorable  to  growth  of  all  major  crops  in 
almost  all  parts  of  Free  China  during  June. 


3Ht.ZIL:     June  declared  exports  of  Brazil  nuts  for  shipment  to  the 
United  States  from  Beleni  and  i-ianaus  were  as  follows  with  19^1  comparisons 
in  parentheses:     1210  short  tons  shelled  (905).  a^d  1715  tons  unshelled 
(920).    Demand  from  the  United  Spates  considered  firm;  however,  sales  are 
temporarily  paralyzed  "because  exporters  are  too  "busy  with  shipments 
already  sold  to  the  United  States.     Spot  prices  of  large  washed  nuts  at 
Manaus  reported  varying  between  70  and  130  milreis  per  hectoliter  (about 
3.79  to  7»03  United  States  cents  per  pound).    Spot  prices  at  2elem  for 
medium  size  unshelled,  SO  milreis  per  hectoliter  (about  U. 33  cents  per 
pound) .

The  following  press  statement  was  released  July  2,  19^2,  "by  the 
United  States  Department  of  State  with  regard  to  the  approval  of  an 
international  wheat  understanding  by  the  five  governments  of  Argentina, 
Australia,  Canada,  the  United  Kingdom,  and  the  United  States. 

"Che  Wheat  Meeting  recently  held  in  Washington  has  resulted  in 
the  approval  by  the  Governments  of  Argentina,  Australia,  Canada,  the 
United  Kingdom,  and  the  United  States  of  a  Memorandum  of  Agreement  as  a 
first  step  toward  the  conclusion  as  soon  as  circumstances  permit  of  a 
comprehensive  international  wheat  agreement. 

"The  Washington  T./heat  Meeting  comprised  officials  of  five  of  the 
ten  countries  which  participated  in  the  work  of  the  Preparatory  Committee 
established  by  the  International  Wheat  Advisory  Committee  at  London  in 
January  1939*     '^he  work  of  the  Preparatory  Committee  was  near  completion 
when  war  broke  out  in  September  1939 •    ^e  war  aggravated  in  several  im- 
portant respects  the  world  wheat  problem,  and,  following  an  exchange  of 
views  between  their  Governments,  officials  of  Argentina,  Australia, 
Canada,  the  United  Kingdom,  and  the  United  States  met  in  Washington  on 
July  10,  19''1,  to  resume  the  discussions  which  were  interrupted  by  the 
outbreak  of  war.     They  submitted  to  their  Governments  a  preliminary  re- 
port in  August  19Ul|  reconvened  in  October  and  have  met  at  frequent 
intervals  since  then  to  carry  on  their  discussions. 

"The  Memorandum  of  Agreement  now  concluded  provides  for  the 
convening  by  the  United  States  when  the  time  is  deemed  propitious  of  a 
conference  of  all  the  nations  having  a  substantial  interest  in  wheat, 
whether  as  consumers  or  producers;  and  there  is  attached  to  it  for  con- 
sideration at  that  conference  a  Draft  Convention  prepared  by  the  Wash- 
ington Wheat  Meeting.     In  the  meantime  the  Memorandum  of  Agreement 
requires  the  adoption  and  maintenance  on  the  part  of  the  four  exporting 
countries  of  positive  measures  to  control  production  with  the  object  of 
minimizing  the  accumulation  of  excessive  stocks  during  the  war, 

iThe  Memorandum  of  Agreement  provides  also  for  the  immediate 
establishment  of  a  pool  of  wheat  for  intergovernmental  relief  in  war- 
stricken  and  other  necessitous  areas  as  soon  as  the  international  sit- 
uation permits.     It  brings  into  operation  the  arrangements  in  the  Draft 
Convention  for  contributions  to  a  pool  as  they  may  be  required  of 
100,600,000  bushels  and  additional  quantities  to  be  determined  as  the 
extent  of  the  need  becomes  known. 

"In  order  to  prevent  disorganization  and  confusion  immediately 
after  the  war  and  pending  the  conclusion  of  a  comprehensive  international 
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wheat  agreement,  the  present  Memorandum  provides  for  bringing  into 
operation  for  a  limited  period  the  provisions  of  the  Draft  Convention 
relating  to  the  control  by  the  four  exporting  countries  of  production, 
stocks,  and  exports  and  for  cooperation  by  all  five  countries  in 
stabilizing  prices, 

"'The  approval  of  the  five  G-over.-iments  was  notified,  by  \,~e 
Government  of  the  United  States  to  the  other  four  Governments  on  Jure  27, 
and,  in  accordance  with,  the  Minutes  of  the  Final  Session  of  the  Wash- 
ington Uheat  Meeting,  the  provisions  of  the  Memorandum  of  Agreement  cane 
into  effect  on  that  date." 

This  international  agreement  is  important  not  only  for  woiiu 
wheat  producers  and  the  wheat  trade,  but  to  consumers  and  the  public  as 
well.    A  special  statement  about  the  t^o  documents  referred  to,  as  well 
as  their  tent,  will  be  included  in  a  supplement  to  Foreign  Crops  and 
Markets  in  the  near  future. 


UFITFD  XIHGDOM  PLAITS  FUB2E3E 
3XT~"SI0r  OF  '  JHZb.T  AREA  .... 

The  British  Ministry  of  Agriculture  has  announced  a  n3"  "3lan  for 
further  increasing  the  wheat  area  during  the  coming  year,  particnln-'Iy 
on  marginal  lands,  according  to  information  received  in  the  Office  of 
Foreign  Agricultural  Relations.    Under  the  new  plan,  an  acreage  payment 
of  £3  per  acre  ( 312.10)  will  be  made  on  all  land  harvested  for  wheat 
next  year.    Most  of  the  british  wheat  acreage  is  sown  in  the  autumn  so 
that  the  announcement  at  this  time  is  aimed  to  stimulate  fall  seediags. 
In  addition  to  the  acreage  subsidy''  payment,  the  basic  price  for  the  19^3 
crop  has  been  fixed  at  lU  shillings  S  pence  per  cwt.  ($1.57  per  bushel), 
as  against  \6  shillings  ($1.73  per  bushel)  for  the  current  season  of 
19**2.    Higher  -prices  will  be  paid  on  a  seasonal  scale  as  in  the  Wast  year 
to  cover  the  storage  charges  for  those  farmers  who  hold  their  wheat  on 
the  farm  until  later  in  the  year. 

As  will  be  noted,  the  basic  price  for  wheat  to  be  -ourcnased  in 
19^3  is  somewhat  less  (l  shilling  6  pence  per  cwt.  or  lo  cents  per  bushel) 
than  the  basic  -orice  oaid  this  season.     Offsetting  this  reduction,  how- 
ever, there  is  the  acreage  payment,  which  is  designed  to  especially  favor 
low-yielding  wheat  land.     It  is  no1-;  recognized  by  the  Ministry  that  any 
further  imuortant  expansion  in  acreage  will  have  to  be  largely  on  such 
land,  as  the  present  favorable  prices  have  already  brought  most  good 
wheat  land  into  cultivation.    On  land  which  yields  below  the  country  aver- 
age, the  new  plan  will  represent  a  significant  increase  in  income  to  wheat 
producers.     Conversely,  on  high-yielding  land,  the  acre  income  will  show 
only  a  moderate  to  small  increase;  the  higher  the  yield,  the  smaller  the. 
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increase,  "but  the  prices  paid  are  "believed  still  to  "b  e  so  favorable  that 
such  land  vdll  remain  in  wheat.     It  was  pointed  out,  for  example,  that 
farmers  who  grow  an  average  crop  of  around  33. 5  bushels  per  acre  will  re- 
ceive a  total  "basic  return  of  SO  shillings  3  pence  a  quarter  ($1.93  per 
bushel)  for  their  19^3  crop,  which  represents  an  increase  of  about  20 
cents  a  bushel  over  the  "basic  price  being  paid  this  season.    On  a  farm 
yielding  around  25  "bushels  per  acre,  however,  the  total  basic  return  next 
year  would  "be  85  shillings  3  pence  per  quarter  ($2.05  per  "bushel)  ,  or  an 
increase  of  13  shillings  3  pence  per  quarter  (32  cents  per  bushel)  over 
the  prevailing  I9U2  price. 

•The  Ministry  has  also  announced  that  in  order  to  reduce  the 
present  disparity  "between  prices  of  wheat  and  malting  barley,  a  maximum 
price  will  "be  fixed  for  malting  barley  next  season.     The  price  fixed  is 
reported  to  be  110  shillings  per  quarter,  or  $2.38  per  "bushel.    This  rep- 
resents a  considerable  reduction  in  the  prices  that  have  "been  paid  for 
malting  "barley  during  the  current  season,  particularly  in  recent  months 
when  there  has  been  a  marked  scarcity  of  this  type  of  grain.    Prices  of 
300  shillings  or  more  (around  $7.00  per  bushel)  have  been  paid  at  times 
this  season  for  malting  "barley,  and  if  no  maximum  price  had  "been  set, 
there  would  no  doubt  have  been  some  shift  from  wheat  to  barley  during 
the  coming  year.

GR.-i.I2T  CROP  PROSPECTS 

IN  PALESTINE  FaVORASLE  .  .  . 

Present  crop  prospects  point  to  very  favorable  and  possibly  record 
outturns  of  wheat  and  barley  in  Palestine  this  season,  according  to  in- 
formation received  in  the  Office  of  Foreign  Agricultural  Relations.  Uheat 
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and  "barley  represent  the  principal  grains  grown  in  Palestine.    As  these 
crops  were  considerably  reduced  last  year,  the  present  favorable  outturns 
will  stand  in  marked  contrast  and  should  largely  cover  the  local  country's 
needs.    Bumper  crops  are  also  reported  in  prospect  in  Trans jordan. 

The  larger  prospective  crops  are  due  in  part  to  increases  in  acreage 
but  mostly  in  yield  per  acre  as  compared  with  last  year.     Growing  condi- 
tions have  been  generally  favorable  during  the  season  with  unusually  time- 
ly and  abundant  rainfall,    A  review  of  the  weather  reports  indicates 
adequate  rain  throughout  the  country  during  the  fall  period,  with  further 
good  rains  in  December  and  a  record  snowfall  in  January  in  the  hills. 
February  was  reported  particularly  cold  and  dry,  followed,  by  further  bene- 
ficial rains  during  March,  which  assured  the  success  of  both  winter  and 
spring-sown  crops.    A  heat  wave  during  early  May  caused  some  apprehension, 
but  apparently  did  not  last  long  enough  to  affect  yields  adversely.

SWITZERLAND  PLA1TS  FLtRTHEH 
INCREASE  IN  CBOP  PRODUCT  1 017  ... 

a  further  increase  in  area  to  be  placed  under  cultivation  in 
Switzerland  in  the  fall  of  19U2  and  the  spring  of  19U3  is  deemed  neces- 
sary by  the  Government,  according  to  information  received  in  the  Office 
of  Foreign  Agricultural  Relations.    After  careful  consideration  of  all 
aspects  of  the  situation,  it  has  been  decided  that  a  further  100,000 
hectares  (2L!-7,000  acres)  be  put  into  cultivation  if  possible.    This  rep- 
resents the  fifth  stage  of  a  plan  started  at  the  beginning  of  the  war  for 
improving  cultivation  and  expanding  agricultural  production.    The  fourth 
stage,  which  was  carried  out  in  the  autumn  of  19U1  and  spring  of  19^2, 
increased  the  Swiss  acreage  of  cultivated  land  to  310,000  hectares 
(7oo,000  acres),  or  126,000  hectares  (311,000  acres)  more  than  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  war,    As  it  is  not  believed  possible  to  withdraw  such  a 
large  area  from  cattle  farming  at  one  tine,* it  is  indicated  that  an  im- 
portant part  of  the  increase  will  come  from  the  clearing  and  draining  of 
'•'aste  land  and  cultivating  many  mountain  pastures.

URUGUAYAN  OILSEED  ESTIMATES  .  .  . 

An  estimate  released  by  the  Uruguayan  Ministry  of  Agriculture 
places'  the  19U1-U2  flaxseed  crop  at  1, 8^7,000  bushels  from  210,000  acres. 
Both  area  and  production  are  considerably  below  forecasts  made  by  trade 
sources  earlier  in  the  year..    While  the  area  sown  was  much  smaller  than 
in  recent  years,  the  yield  per  acre  of  8.8  bushel?  was  about  average  and 
exceeded  that  of  l^MO-kl  by  3.7  bushels.     It  is  possible  that  the  larger 
part  of  the  new  crop  will  be  available  for  export.    Shipments  for  the 
5-year  period,  19  37-19^1,  averaged  93  percent  of  production.

COTTOH  ACREAGE  IE  IlfDIA  TO  33  REDUCED  .  .  . 

Early  in  May  the  Central  Government  of  India  sanctioned  a  movement 
to  reduce  the  19U2  acreage  planted  to  cotton,  particularly  short  staple. 
Effective  measures  for  reduction  are  left  to  the  discretion  of  Provincial 
Governments  except  for  aid  to  be  extended  through  cooperative  societies, 
collectors,  commissioners,  and  special  representatives.     Interest-free  loans 
are  to  be  advanced  to  growers  of  food  crops  for  seed  purchases  and  land  im- 
provements, including  the  digging  of  wells.    Also,  grants  of  land  under 
lease  have  been  arranged  for  growers  of  food  crops.    Transport  priority  is 
to  be  given  only  to  food  crops  in  the  future.     There  appears  to  be  general 
support  throughout  the  cotton  trade  and  growers'  associations  in  India  for 
an  acreage-reduction  program  this  year. 

The  Indian  Central  Cotton  Committee  has  formulated  and  publicized  a 
number  of  proposals  designed  to  cut  the  production  of  short-staple  cotton 
in  half.    Japan  and  China  are  normally  the  principal  markets  for  Indian 
cotton  of  7/8  inch  or  less,  which  comprises  about  two- thirds  of  the  annual 
crop.     The  Central  Government  on  March  21,  19^2,  authorized  its  agents  in 
the  interior  to  start  buying  cotton  immediately  to  halt  the  sharp  decline 
in  prices  resulting  from  the  entry  of  Japan  into  the  war.    As  a  means  of 
discouraging  production,  it  was  made  known  that  no  aid  of  this  kind  would 
be  offered  for  the  next  crop.    The  anticipated  carry-over  of  cotton  in 
India  at  the  end  of  August  19^-2,  is  estimated  by  the  local  office  of  an 
American  firm  at  3,600,000  bales  (of  kjg  pounds)  compared  with  2,250,000 
a  year  ago.     It  may  be  pointed  out,  however,  that  estimates  made  by  other 
private  sources  are  considerably  lower  than  these  figures. 

Mill  operations  have  been  reduced  to  some  extent  in  recent  months 
because  of  an  exodus  of  mill  workers  from  coastal  areas  for  fear  of  pos- 
sible enemy  air  raids.    Heavy  demand  for  exoort  licenses  early  in  the  year 
and  a  possible  shortage  of  many  types  of  cotton  goods  for  military  re- 
quirements caused  the  Government  to  restrict  exports  of  cotton  yarn  and 
piecegoods  after  April  1,  19^2,  to  the  average  volume  during  1936  to  1939* 
Government  orders  for  cotton  goods  in-19^2  are  expected  to  reach  a  value 
of  ^00, 000, 000  rupees  ($120,000,000).    Cotton-cloth  specifications  for 
defense  orders  have  been  lowered  to  permit  the  use  of  greater  quantities 
of  the  surplus  of  short- staple  Indian  cotton,  thus  reducing  import 
requirements  for  East  African  and  Sudanese  cotton. 

Exoorts  of  cotton  daring  the  7  months  ended  March  31,  I9U2,  are 
estimated  by  private  sources  at  500,000  bales  ( of  kfZ  pounds),  325,000  of 
which  were  destined  for  the  United  Kingdom  and  85,000  for  the  United 
States.    The  totals  for  the  year  ending  August  31  are  expected  to  reach 
about  650,000,  ^50,000,  and  100,000  bales,  respectively."

PALESTINE  1941-42  CITRUS  PRODUCTION 
SHOWS  EFFECTS  OF  WAR  .   .  . 

The  1941-42  preliminary  estimate  of  orange  production  in  Palestine 
is  9,250,000  "boxes  as  compared  with  7,200,000  "boxes  in  1940-41  and 
12,000,000  in  1939-40.     The  estimate  is  considerably  "below  the  recent 
5-year  average  (1935-36  to  1939-40)  of  11,500,000  boxes,  although  it  is 
higher  than  the  10-year  average  (1930-31  to  1939-40)  of  8,310,000  boxes. 

The  preliminary  estimate  of  grapefruit  production  is  550,000  boxes 
as  compared  with  700,000  boxes  in  1940-41  and  1,500,000  boxes  in  1939-40. 
The  estimate  is  only  33  percent  of  the  recent  5-year  average  (1935-36  to 
1939-40.)  of  1,660,000  boxes. 

The  preliminary  estimate  of  lemon  production  in  1941-42  is  70,000 
boxes  as  compared  with  100,000  boxes  the  previous  season  and  150,000  in 
1939-40.

The  citrus  industry  of  Palestine  has  been  steadily  increasing  in 
importance  in  the  economy  of  the  country  since  the  1920' s.     The  peak 
production  and  exports  were  reached  in  1938-39,  or  the  season  which  ter- 
minated just  before  the  outbreak  of  the  war.     The  citrus  production  was 
primarily  dependent  upon  the  markets  of  Europe  for  outlets.     The  out- 
break of  the  present  war  practically  cut  off  export  markets,  leaving 
the  industry  in  a  bad  economic  position.    Practically  the  entire  outlet 
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for  this  fruit  outside  of  that  for  domestic  consumption  has  "been  to  the 
armed  forces  in  the  Near  East  and  represents  only  a  very  small  fraction 
of  former  exports. 

The  lack  of  a  market  for  the  fruit  has  caused  considerable 
slackening  in  the  care  of  citrus  trees,  resulting  in  something  over  4,000 
acres  being  removed  from  production  in  1941,  and  additional  acreage  is 
expected  to  he  taken  out  in  1942.     There  has  been  a  lack  of  fertilizer 
and  funds  to  maintain  the  groves.     It  is  generally  conceded  that  the 
condition  of  all  groves  is  considerably  below  that  of  2  years  ago.  Some 
financial  assistance  has  been  afforded  the  larger  and  better  groves, 
but  the  plight  of  the  smaller  groves  is  now  serious. 

An  effort  is  being  made  to  stimulate  the  greater  use  of  citrus 
fruits  in  byproducts,  particularly  for  juice,  concentrates,  and  marma- 
lade.    It  is  hoped  that  part  of  these  byproducts  can  be  used  to  meet  the 
needs  of  the  Army  in  Egypt  and  other  Near  East  countries.    The  drawback 
in  this  appears  to  be  in  the  scarcity  of  containers. 

There  has  also  been  an  increase  in  the  production  of  essential 
oils,  which  has  taken  a  considerable  quantity  of  fruit  off  the  market. 
The  production  of  citric  acid  "and  alcohol  is  also  being  encouraged. 


MEXICAN  BANANA-EXPORTING  INDUSTRY  DECLINING  .  .  . 

The  outlook  for  the  once  thriving  banana  industry  of  Mexico  is 
not  bright,  and  the  future,  especially  for  the  next  few  years,  appears  to 
be  even  darker.     The  story  of  bananas  is  one  of  rapid  expansion  in  the 
early  thirties,  followed  by  heavy  production  and  export  beginning  about 
1934,  and  then  a  decline,  caused  principally  by  the  inroads  made  by 
Sigatoka  disease,  and  by  agrarian  problems. 

Production  of  Gros  Michel  or  Eoatan  bananas,  the  most  important 
variety  grown  and  the  one  that  is  exported  from  Mexico,  amounted  to 
218,114  short  tons  in  1930;  in  1937  a  record  high  was  reached  with  535,385 
tons  being  produced.     The  official  figure  for  the  1941  crop  is  not  yet 
available,  but  the  preliminary  estimate  indicates  a  production  of 
approximately  198,000  short  tons. 

In  1938  the  Sigatoka  disease  moved  into  Mexico  with  the  effects 
spelling  the  termination  of  a  profitable  industry.    At  first,  production 
held  up  fairly  well,  and  it  was  not  until  1940  that  the  real  dropping 
off  took  place.    Exports  slumped  correspondingly  after  1939  because  the 
Sigatoka  had  already  cut  production;  but  more  than  that,  it  had  rendered 
much  of  the  crop  that  was  still  harvested  unsuitable  for  the  export  market. 
The  size  and  quality  of  the  bananas  was  altered,  and  premature  ripening 
caused  increased  loss  of  fruit  in  transit  to  foreign  markets. 
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As  the  "banana  industry  stands  today,  Sigatoka  is  cutting  further 
into  the  remaining  banana  plantations.    Only  in  a  few  sections  have  effort 
■been  made  stud  partial  success  attained  in  fighting  the  disease.    Many  plans 
have  "been,  .formulated,  yet  little  in  the  way  of  concrete  action  has  taken 
placo*    It  appears  likely  that  there  is  only  a  small  chance  of  anything 
getting  started  before  the  termination  of  the  war,

The  export  trade  in  bananas,  the  mainstay  of  the  industry,  has 
been  slashed  from  1^,750,000  bunches  in  1937,  "the  peak  year,  to  an  esti- 
mated exportation  for  19U2  of  2,800,000  bunches  and  with  further 
reductions  expected  for  the  ensuing  years. 

The  lack  of  ocean  shipping  space  occasioned  by  the  war  is  having 
a  further  restrictive  effect  upon  exports.     In  the  past,  75  percent  of 
the  exports  moved  by  water  to  the  United  States;  however,  since  a  large 
percentage  of  .the  ships  have  been  withdrawn,  it  is  now  estimated  that 
SO  percent  of  the  exports  will  move  via  rail  to  this  country. 

The  most  active  area  as  far  as  exports  are  concerned  this  year 
is  Chiapas.    Between  80  and  90  cars  per  week  were  shipped  from  this 
point  during  May.

AUSTRALIAN  VEGETABLE  PRODUCTION  STIMULATED  •   .  . 

The  Australian  government  has  for  some  months  "been  actively 
reorganizing  the  Vegetable  industry  of  the  country.    The  heavy  increase 
of  the  armed  forces  in  Australia  has  created  a  shortage  of  fresh  vege- 
tables, and  "because  of  the  urgent  need  of  ships  to  carry  other  commodities 
it  was  decided  to  produce  as  much  foodstuffs  as  possible  in  the  country. 
Before  the  war  the  vegetable  industry  was  largely  in  the  vicinity  of 
large  cities. 

The  plan  is  to  establish  large-scale  commercial  truck  farms  to 
produce  the  required  fresh  vegetables  and  likewiss  to  can  and  dehydrate 
surpluses.     The  principal  drawbacks  at  present  arc  the  lack  of  sufficient 
seeds  and  man  power.    The  war  has  cut  off  some  of  the  former  principal 
sources  of  seed  imports.    It  is  reported  that  arrangements  have  been  made 
to  obtain  supplies  of  certain  vegetable  seeds  from  the  United  States. 

A  Vegetable  Seeds  Committee  was  appointed  and  a  meeting  held  in 
February,  at  which  time  it  was  decided  to  make  every  effort  to  produce 
as  much  seed  as  possible  in  Australia.    In  this  connection,  the  National 
Security  Regulations  were  issued  April  15  designed  to  assure  an  adequate 
supply  of  vegetable  seeds  for  the  war's  duration. 

The  Vegetable  Seeds  Committee  was  empowered  to  contract  with 
growers  to  produce  seeds  for  the  Committee,  and  these  contracts  are  now 
being  placed  by  State  Agricultural  Departments.    It  is  also  provided 
that  persons  interested  in  growing  seeds  must  register;  those  not  regis- 
tering will  be  prohibited  from  disposing  of  seeds.    In  special  cases, 
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growers  producing  seeds  under  contract  with  the  Commit toe  may  receive 
limited  advance  for  the  purchase  of  materials  required,  and  the  advances 
will  he  paid  "back  from  the  proceeds  of  seed  sales. 

Another  provision  of  the  National  Security  Act  made  it  compulsory 
for  all  persons  holding  seeds  worth  £10  (about  $32)  of  the  36  different 
types  of  vegetables  to  register  with  the  Committee  "by  May  15,  1942.  This 
provision  did  not  include  potatoes,  field  peas,  or  navy  beans. 

The  plan  also  includes  contracts  with  growers  to  plant  large 
acreages  of  vegetables,  especially  near  troop  concentrations  and  canning 
facilities,  with  quotas  being  set  by  States  and  at  contract  prices  which 
will  vary  from  district  to  district.    The  Murrumbidgee  Irigation  District 
probably  will  have  the  largest  quota. 


CUBAN  1941-42  WINTER  "VEGETABLE 
AND  3TRUIT  SITUATION  .  .  . 

The  exportation  of  tomatoes  to  the  United  States  during  the  month 
of  April  was  considerably  below  that  of  the  previous  two  seasons.  The 
exports  totaled  only  528,080  pounds  as  compared  with  3,850,186  pounds 
for  1941  and  4,959,549  pounds  in  1940.    It  was  reported  by  some  shippers 
that  transportation  was  responsible  for  a  large  part  of  the  decline; 
however,  the  demand  from  the  United  States  was  not  as  active  as  it  might 
have  been,  and  there  was  a  strong  competition  of  Mexican  produce.  The 
exportation  of  other:  vegetables  also  showed  heavy  declines.

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It  is  also  stated  that  many  shippers  diverted  shipping  space  to 
pineapples  in  place  of  vegetables.    According  to  information  reaching 
the  Office  of  Foreign  Agricultural  Relations,  some  lands  formerly  de- 
voted to  vegetables  have  been  leased  to  sugarcane  growers  for  the  1943 
season,  which  is  expected  to  lessen  supplies  of  winter  vegetables  in  the 
1942-43  season.     Some  speculation  is  raised  at  present  over  the  prospects 
of  the  winter  cucumber  trade,  since  it  is  reported  that  most  of  the  Cuban 
production  is  in  the  hands  of  Japanese  farmers  who  seem  to  be  apathetic 
toward  continued  efforts  to  produce. 

The  season  was  practically  over  in  April,  as  usual,  though  small 
quantities  occasionally  move  later.    The  shipments  during  the  April— 
November  period  this  season  were  much  less  than  last,  and  were  less  than 
half  those  of  the  corresponding  period  of  1S39-40. 

The  exportation  of  fruit,  with  the  exception  of  pineapples  and 
papayas,  also  practically  ceased  in  April.    The  shipment  of  pineapples 
held  up  during  April,  though  it  is  reported  that  occasional  difficulties 
with  transportation  caused  fruit  to  be  diverted  to  canning  and  juice 
industries.    There  was  also  a  lack  of  sustained  demand  from  the  United 
States  at  times,  which  caused  quantites  of  pineapples  to  be  piled  up  on 
the  docks  until  diverted  to  other  uses.

Some  slight  damage  to  the  pineapple  crop  was  reported;  however,  it 
is  said  that  the  quality  is  excellent  and  growers  are  making  every  effort 
to  get  as  many  possible  shipped  in  the  fresh  state  in  view  of  the  short- 
age of  tin  plate.    Furthermore,  there  is  much  preoccupation  among  growers 
and  shippers  of  canned  products  on  account  of  a  proposal  made  by  the  Cuban 
Government  to  place  an  export  embargo  on  all  canned  or  preserved  foodstuffs, 
which  would  make  the  stock  carry-over  a  very  heavy  burden  to  the  canners.

AS  EXPORTS  DECREASE  .  .  . 


Stocks  of  "butter  and  cheese  in  Argentina  increased  tremendously 
in  the  first  few  months  of  19^-2  as  a  result  of  greater  production  and 
decreased  exports.    Unless  the  shipping  situation  is  relieved,  Argentina 
v/ill  have  to  find  further  outlets  in  domestic  and  other  South  American 
markets.    Production  of  all  dairy  products  rose  about  17  percent  in  the 
early  months  of  19^2,  while  exports  decreased  15  percent,  when  compared 
with  the  same  periods  in  191-'!.     Casein  stocks,  however,  showed  a  decline.

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SKQRTAC-1  0?  PORK  PRODUCTS  III  CUBA.  .   .  . 

A  shortage  of  -oork  products  and  an  acute  shiroing  problem 
characterize  the  present  market  situation  in  Cuba.    Domestic  production 
of  lard  and  other  pork  products  during  19^2  is  expected  to  remain  at  the 
sane  level  as  in  -orevious  years.     Consumption  of  these  products  is  very 
largely  dependent  on  imports,  most  of  which  come  from  the  United  States. 
It  is  very  likely  that  imports  of  lard,  the  principal  item  in  consump- 
tion, uill  he  sharply  curtailed  this  year  due  to  the  lack  of  available 
shipping.    While  it  had  , recently  appeared  that  Argentine  lard  ifould 
begin  bo  compete  seriously  with  United  States  lard  in  the  Cuban  market, 
imports  from  Argentina  have  virtually  ceased. 

She  Cuban  hog  industry  differs  in  many  respects  from  the  industry 
in  the  American  corn  belt.     Cuba's  subtropical  climate  makes  it  possible 
to  -produce  two  litters  a  year.     The  introduction  of  American  breeds  in 
Cuba,  however,  is  followed  by  degeneration  as  a  result  of  the  heat.  The 
principal  problem  is  that  of  feeding.    Only  the  largest  producers  feed 
their  hogs  grain  and  tankage.     The  small  raisers,  v/hich  account  for  the 
greatest  part  of  annual  production,  feed  their  hogs  no  grain  at  all,  but 
let  then  feed  themselves  on  the  oily  palmiche  nuts,  sweet  potatoes,  and 
pumpkins.    As  a  result,  it  takes  Cuban  hogs  9  to  12  months  to  mature 
and  the  meat  and  lard  are  less  palatable. 

The  Cuban  livestock  census  of  19^0  estimated  the  number  of  hogs 
at  257,000  as  compared  with  6^0,000  in  19 30.    The  few  large  packing  com- 
panies slaughter  about  150,000  head  a  year,  and  small  slaughterhouses  ac- 
count for  about  75*000  annually.    These  slaughter  figures,  however, 
exclude  the  large  numbers  slaughtered  by  farmers.     The  most  common  type 
of  hog  is  the  native  criollo,  a  degeneration  of  the  Poland-China  breed. 
The  Hampshire  breed  is  second  in  popularity,  followed  by  Berkshire, 
Luroc-Jersey,  Chester  White,  and  Tamworth.     The  development  of  the  Cuban 
hog  industry  has  been  impeded  by  lack  of  knowledge  in  improved  breeding 
and  feeding  methods. 

Cuba' s  heavy  slaughtering  season  runs  from  August  to  January,  with 
October  and  ITovember  as  peak  months.    ITo  activity  is  found  in  the  spring 
because  the  pigs  v/hich  would  ordinarily  mature  in  the  spring  are  killed 
at  a  younger  age  for  the  Christmas  trade.     The  seasonal  nature  of  the 
sugar  industry  is  another  factor  v/hich  accounts  for  this  slack  period  in 
the  spring.     The  cane-grinding  season  is  at  its  height  in  the  first  quar- 
ter of  the  year,  and,  consequently,  Cubans  are  better  able  to  buy  fresh 
pork,  thus  decreasing  the  number  of  hogs  going  to  racking  plants. 

The  demand  for  pork  products  in  Cuba  varies  from  that  in  the  United 
States.     Cuba  is  a  price  market.    The  Cuban  population,  with  its  low  aver- 
age purchasing  power,  has  shown  little  tendency  to  increase  its  consump- 
tion of  pork  products,  with  the  exception  of  Qard.    Beef  consumption  is 
higher  because  it  can  be  produced  more  cheaply  than  pork.    Pure  hog  lard

is  very  much  in  demand.     Cubans  like  to  prepare  their  food  in  a  great 
deal  of  fat  or  oil  and  have  become  so  fond  of  the  taste  of  pure  hog  lard 
that  they  buy  it  in  preference  to  vegetable  oils  or  mixed  lards,  even 
though  the  latter  may  be  less  expensive. 

Cuban  demand  for  other  pork  products  is  relatively  small,  being 
restricted  mostly  to  the  wealthier  classes.    Fresh  pork  is  almost  en- 
tirely supplied  by  municipal  slaughterhouses  since  it  is  not  greatly  in 
demand.    On  the  other  hand,  the  low  price  of  dried  salted  pork  results 
in  a  large  demand  for  this  product.     The  higher  prices  of  hams,  bacon, 
and  shoulders  restrict  the  demand.    Production  of  pure  hog  lard  in  Cuba 
has  always  been  3  small  portion  of  total  requirements,  averaging  approxi- 
mately 1  million  pounds  as  compared  with  imports  of  over  SO  million 
pounds  during  the  past  2  years.    Local  production  would  probably  be 
higher  but  for  the  limited  demand  for- other  pork  products. 

Prior  to  1927,  Cuban  imr>orts  of  hog  lard  from  the  United  States 
amounted  to  about  77  million  pounds  annually,  but  high  tariff  duties 
established  in  1927  and  1931  caused  a  decline  in  imports  in  1933  to  less 
than  10  million  pounds.    Lowering  of  tariff  duties  in  1934  a-^d  increased 
purchasing  power  of  the  Cubans  resulted  in  gradually  increasing  lard  im- 
ports.   It  will  be  noted,  however,  that  imports  of  pork  products  other 
than  lard  dwindled  steadily.    The  growing  ability  of  the  local  packing 
industry  to  meet  the  Cuban  demand  and  the  preference  of  the  Cubans  for 
the  less  expensive  meats  (beef)  account  for  this  trend.

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UNITED  STATES  FOREIGN  TRADE  IN  AGRICULTURAL  PRODUCTS 

JULY-APRIL  ISkl-kZ 

Ten  months  of  the  fiscal  year  19^1-1+2  were  concluded  in  April 
with  farm  exports  valued  at  almost  81 5  million  dollars,  or  over  three 
times  the  value  reached  in  the  corresponding  period  of  the  previous  year. 
Nonagri cultural  exports  in  the  same  period  were  not  quite  half  again  as 
large  as  in  the  previous  year,  totaling  well  over  H  "billion  dollars. 
Imports  of  farm  products  similar  to  those  grown  in  the  United  States  also 
showed  a  substantial  rise,  totaling  656  million  dollars,  or  35  percent 
more  than  in  19IJO-H1. 

Farm  Exports 

Farm  exports  from  July  through  April  rose  to  higher  levels  than 
in  any  year  since  "before  the  depression.    This  was  achieved  in  spite  of 
the  fall  in  cotton  exports,  which  through  April  were  averaging  less  than 
in  any  previous  year  since  the  nineteenth  century,  except  for  the  year 
19^0-^1.    Some  half-dozen  "broad  groups  of  exports,  including  cotton  and 
tobacco,  accounted  for  three-fourths  of  the  total  value  of  farm  exports 
in  the  July-A-oril  period.    In  April,  when  the  value  of  farm  exports  was 
the  highest  for  any  April  in  over  a  decade,  there  was  a  still  greater 
concentration  of  commodities  exported  into  these  same  categories,  as  the 
following  table  shows.

Of  the  remainder,  a  large  portion  consisted  of  dried  fruits, 
canned  vegetables,  dried  beans  and  peas,  seeds,  sugar,  and  oranges. 

Because  of  the  changes  in  the  composition  of  United  States  farm 
exports  which  the  war  has  brought  ahout,  several  commodities  have  been 
added  to  the  tahle  of  "specified  agricultural  exoorts"  for  which  monthly 
data  are  regularly  given  in  the  foreign  trade  supplements  to  Foreign  Crops 
and  Markets  (see  pages  30-33).     To  the  12  commodities  previously  shown  in 
this  table  there  are  now  added  12  more,  namely  pickled  and  salted  pork, 
canned  pork,  canned  beef,  canned  sausage  and  other  canned  meats,  evapo- 
rated milk,  egg  products,  cheese,  rice,  canned  tomatoes,  canned  baked 
beans',  and  dried  "beans.    Exports  of  these  commodities,  particularly 
since  July  l^hl  show,  "by  comparison  with  the  pre-war  data  given,  their 
greatly  increased  importance  in  the  total  farm  export  picture. 
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Supplementary  Farm  Imports 

3y  comparison  with  farm  exports,  the  rise  of  35  percent  in  import 
in  the  July-April  period  over.,  the  same  period  in  the  preceding  year  ap- 
pears moderate.'  A  total  value  of  656  million  dollars  was  reached  in 
these  months,  of  which  well  over  one-third  consisted  in  imports  of  wool 
and, sugar.    Of. these  two,  wool  imports  in  all  hut  3  months  of  the  fiscal 
year,  have  been  the  most  important  single  commodity  among  the  supplemen- 
tary farm  products  coming  into  the  country.    Hides  and  skins  continue  to 
hold  a  high  third  place.    In  soite  of  heavy  declines  in  coconut-  and 
tung-oil  imports  in  recent  months,  and  in  olive-oil  imports  over  a 
longer  neriod,  total  vegetable-oil  imports  in  the  10  months,  July-April, 
increased  27  percent-  in  value  over    corresponding  period  of  a  year 
earlier.    This  was  due  in  part  to  the  very  large  increase  in  imports  of 
cottonseed  oil,  oiticica  oil,  and  carnauba  wax,  "but  also  to  the  rise  in 
coconut-oil  prices,  which  increased  in  value  by  66  -percent  in  spite  of 
a  decline  in  18  percent  in  quantity.    Flaxseed  and  castor-bean  imports 
also  helped  the  general  increase,  and  imports  of  canned  beef  were  over 
three  times  greater  than  a  year  earlier. 

Because  of  the  change  in  the  farm- import  picture,  which,  though 
less  striking  than  in  the  .case  of  exports,  has  nevertheless  some  im- 
portant and  interesting  aspects,  several  new  commodities  have  also  been 
added  to  the  table  of  "specified  supplementary  agricultural  imports" 
which  appears  monthly  in  the  foreign  trade  supplements  (see  pages  3^-36) 
In  addition  to  the  12  commodities  shown  heretofore,  data  are  added  for 
casein,  jute  and  jute  butts,  sisal  and  henequen,  istle  or  Tampico, 
kapok,    castor  beans,  and  oiticica  oil. 

Complementary  Imports 

The  steady  decline  in  imports  of  complementary  farm  products, 
which  has  been  reflected  in  the  monthly  figures  since  December,  is  for 
the  first  time  apparent  in  the  accumulated  value  for  the  fiscal  year, 
which  shows  a  2-percent  decrease  in  value  compared  with  a  year  earlier. 
In  April  the  value  of  complementary  farm  imports  was  only  k$  million 
dollars,  or  35  percent  below  the  average  for  the  earlier  months  of  the 
fiscal  year.     This  decline  was  general,  extending  to  most  of  the 
commodities  in  the  group,  the  only  notable  exception  being  tea. 

The  relatively  high  rate  of  imports  in  earlier  months,  however, 
makes  a  favorable  comparison  possible  for  most  commodities  in  the  group 
when  the  entire  July-April  period  is  compared  with  that  of  the  preceding 
year.    The  very  large  decline  in  silk  imports  and  in  imports  of  cocoa 
beans  was  to  a  large  extent  counteracted  by  the  gains  in  imports  of 
coffee  (in' terms  of  value  only),  of  vegetable  fibers,  tea,  oils,  and 
spices.     The  heavy  imports  of  rubber  in  the  earlier  months  of  the  fiscal 
year  were  sufficient  to  obscure  any  recent  decline,  so  that  no  drop  is 
seen  in  the  July-April  comparison  for  this  important  commodity.
